a skep of the common construction, 
Jie places it m the wooden case above 
describeci, and forms a passage for the 
bees from the skep to without, by the 
front, not allowujg them to pass m 
any other duectjpu. When tlie bees 
have pretty well hi led the skep with 
combs and honey, he takes a box, 
which IS nearly square, aird somewhat 
larger io the upper surface than the 
bottom ot the skep, and places it yn- 
der the skep. In the upper part of 
the box tliere is a sqnaie apeiture 
for the purpose offormn.g a commu- 
uication between the Skep aud 
boi, which can be slopped at plea- 
suie, by means of a sliding bar. 
having received this increase of space, 
the colony will double their (hligence 
in increasing their magazine ot pro- 
vision, and if the season prove fa- 
vourable, will soon have (he straw 
skep completely stowed with wax aird 
honey. It thought adviseable, tile slid- 
ing bar may then be pusned in, and 
the skep removed. It is to be pre- 
sumed that the bees will now be 
who'ly or principiUy in the box. If 
it be apprehended that some are still 
above, these may be destroyed in the 
ordmary way by the fuhies of sulphur. 
It may not however be adviseableto 
take any part of their stock the 
^rst year, since in this climate, it 
tarely happens, that even a strong hive 
can fill a moderately sized sKep in 
one season. At the end of the se- 
cond season, the bees will have col. 
lected a (aiger store, an4 tuere will 
then be less danger of being put to 
the necessity of destroying, ?s above, 
any memben of the colony, and less 
trouble iu saving them uuring the 
winter. 

By the above mode, n>y friend pro- 
poses to prevent the bees from swarm- 
ing, whiih occasions an mcrease qf 
trouble and expense, to reap a greater 
produce from them, and to save the 
lives of these interesting, and useful 
insects. How tar be '"ay succeed, I 
cannot at present say, as the plan has 
not yet been fully tried. 1 may here- 
jifter commnnicate the result of ))is 
experiments on these subjects. 

1 shall conclude this paper by re- 
marking, that I apprehend proprietors 
are in general loo late in putting down 
their bees, iiven so early as IIms day 



(Uth September) 1 observe, that th 
bees especially of the strong hive» ac 
scarcely stiiring, though the sun be 
shining, and the weather moderately 
warm, 'j hey must of course have al- 
ready begun to consume their stock, 
aiid, at any rate, it cannot be expect- 
ed that they will no-ii make any ad- 
ditiou to It. 1 see a tew bees woik- 
ing on ^ bed of mignonette, but >he 
quantity of honey now collec^d must 
be so small, that 1 conceive (those wll(* 
have bees should immediately tak<' 
those hives which they intend lor use. 
In lliose years ip which the latter 
part ot the season is uncommonly fa- 
vouiable, it may be proper to let the 
hives lemain till alter the beginning 
ot October ; but I believe, lu general, 
hives should be put down towards th« 
middle ot September. A. Z.
